1. On 29 January 1952, two anti-aircraft battalions of the 3 Field Army moved 
from Nanking to north Fukien, where they will defend Foochow, Ch'angt'ing 
(116—20, 25245), and Chienou (118-19, 27-04) Airfields. Approximately 10 
noviet advisers were with each battalion. These two battalions had a 
total of 1¢x 27 (sic) mm Soviet anti-aircraft guns, each equipped with 
radar gun sights. (sic). 


2. On 28 January, 1,000 well-trained, fully-equipped Chinese Communist Para= 
troopers were transferred to Nanking from Hsuchou (117-16, 34=18), Some- 
time in 1952: the East China Military District Headquarters plans to send 
paratroop units against Nationalist-held islands along the Chekiang~Fukien 
coast.  Paratroops will also be used in the invasion of Taiwan. . 
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
